A brakeman 
nowadays simply attends to sig­ 
nals, CPills names of stations and 
otherwise assists in 
conducting 
trains. 
The change to assistant 
conductor is logica l.” 


Orders By Telephone. 
The Burlington road has for sev ­ 
eral years used the telephone sys­ 
tem in giv ing train orders. 
The 
Santa Fe company recently an­ 
nounced that it would substitute 
telephone for telegraph in part o “ 
the work of transmitting orders. 
The method has been tried and 
has prov en satisfactory, but the 
telegraph operators express no un­ 
easiness as to the security of their 
positions. 
They believ e that it 
will be many years before tele­ 
phone serv ice will supersede the 
telegraph for the transmission o‘ 
messages. 
The order must be written when 
receiv ed, and it is almost as econ­ 
omical to receiv e by telegraph as 
by telephone. ______ 
More Cars JS ceded. 
Western railway operativ e offi­ 
cials are undergoing the annual 
worry about prov iding sufficient 
facilities to mov e the grain crop.

a riot call.

was increased to forty-fiv e and they 
rushed into the throng.

After the affray numerous small 
cards were found on the street and 
in the v icinity 
containing two 
v erses of poetry, urging the work­ 
ingman to be free, to throw off the 
yoke of bondage and fight for lib­ 
erty and lay down their liv es if 
necessary to ov erthrow the gov ern­ 
ment and attain freedom.

card bore the heading : 
“ Workingmen — Emancipate 
Yourselv es.” 
The police assert that these cards 
were prijated in San Francisco and 
were receiv ed here by the anarch­ 
ists sev eral days ago and hav e been 
secretly distributed. A large quan­ 
tity of literature adv ocating an­ 
archy and a book containing the 
names and addresses of sev eral hun­ 
dred anarchist sympathizers were 
secured by the police.
